Points on the Institution-Keep It 


Open. 


EDITOBS RXPUULIO.UI—"Will the eichuga 


dote?" la a question aiked In a recent morning 
paper, and reasons are given tor the closing 
which are pronoonoed "queer enoagh." That 
the large Increase of business should Increase 
the eipense, to not "queer." but that the In- 
dustrial ud Charitable Union should think of 
abandoning Its moat •ocoesstul and useful 
branch Is really -queer enough." A paper read 
before he Woman'! dab, on "Woman's Ex- 
changes," ant led to the formation ot the In- 
dustrial and Charitable Onion, and the constltn- 
tlon of the union made the exchange the very 
foundation atone ot the structure. Its office, 
agent and employment bureaus are each of 
equal valne to every other branch. "It to the 
general Intelligence:omce, where the needy may 
apply for aid, the stranger for Information and 
the employer (or help, thus affording opportuni- 
ty for thorough Investigation, Intelligent relief 
of the worthy poor, and exposun of Impostors." 
Without a convenient and accessible office and 
agent the entire principle upon which the union 
Is lounded would be sacrificed and a return to 
the old methods ot Irresponsible alms-giving 
would be inevitable. Anyone who will spend 
one day In the exchange will quickly realize that 
the greatest and best charitable work ot the 
union Is that transacted by the exchange agent. 
Ihe employment found, the information glnn, 
the Immediate help rendered, almost every <lar, 
through the agency ot the exchange, Is Incalcu- 
lable. The transference ol this work to the 
Anna B MiUlktn Home would be> inposslble. 
The home Is now almost Inaccessible, and when 
the Loeb foundry and the Increased tracks ot 
the Wabash B. B. are completed, the location 
Hill be still mom Inconvenient, and the only 
way tlie usefulness of the home, u at present 
located can be continued, will be to have an 
efficient agent down down and oonmnnleate by 
telephone. The constitution of the union pro- 
vides that "the necessary expenses of the union 
and Its branches, for rent, salaries, furniture, 
printing, &o., shall be defrayed from th« fanils 
derived (torn membership feos. monthly dues, 
and the tale of reference cards." In the In- 
fancy of the enterprise there was no difficulty In 
providing for all these necessary expenses. The 
union has always paid the real and for months 
the agent also, and certainly they hare BO right 
to rnfuse to do so still. 


The excuse that the Union has the Millikin 


Homo to look after and cannot much longer pay 
the rent of the Exchange, Is not valid. The Bx- 
change Is aa much a part of the Union as the 
Millikin Home, and as such Is lust aa much en- 
titled to Its support. The Home and the Indus- 
trial School have such aid from the county aa 
ought to render them, not a source ot expense 
but a source of Income to the Union. By refer- 
ence to the last annual r^jiort, I find that the 
actual expense of the Industrial School for a 
year, and the housekeeping expenses of the 
Home for five months, including the salary of 
superintendent and assistant, was tT99.20. 
There was received from the county during that 
time Smci. of this sum $170.00 was paid the 
Erring Woman's liefuge. leaving 1688.51 to the 
credit of the Union. In addition to that there 
waa paid to the Union by parenU of pupils In 
the school and friends ot Inmates of the Home, 
8144.00, which added to the amount paid by the 
county for the same purpose, makes the actual 
amount paid Into the treasury for the care of 
the Inmates of the Home, S831.U, an excess ot 
433.04) ov«r the expenses. Aside from the re- 
pairs on the building, the Home more than paid 
Its own expenses last year, and had those re- 
pairs been connncd to the limits voted by the 
Council, there would now be no debt Every 
debt of the Union was paid before the close of 
the last flsol year. Including the rent ot the 
Exchange, excepting the repairs on the Home, 
and H087 79 had been paid on those repairs. 
Certainly past experience will not lustily the 
officers of the Union In closing one of Its nost 
aluable branches. The majority of the Ex. 
uange depositors are dependent upon the. small 
proflt derived from their cookery. *c., far the 
upport of their families, and It is scarcely 
•charity" t* Intimidate them Into contributing 
rom these smalt profits, to support the Union, 
mder the threat ot closing the Exchange. 


If the Industrial and Charitable Union desire 


to retain the respect and command the support 
of the community, they cannot afford to repudl 
ate any more promises and contracts. Let 
some other way be found out of these dlfllGul- 
ios than through the repudiation of any suc- 
cessful branch ot the work.

A SCHOLAR ABD LINGUIST. 


Bev. O. B. Hall, Assistant Blaliop- 


Bleot of Springfield 


The Very Reverend Charles Reuben 


Hall, D. Jl., IJj. D, of Davenport, Iowa, 
recently elected to the-assistant bish- 
opric of the Springfield Diocese, was 
warmly supported by the representatives 
from the Deoatnr church. In tact, Mr. 
L. Burrows hod the honor ot placing 
Bev. Hall in nomination at the recent 
meeting nt 8pringfleld,nnd he was trinm- 
phautly elected. A full sketch ot Bev. 
Hall has been published by the Daven- 
port Leader, from which a few notes are 
taken. He was born March 14,1837, nt 
Lewis town, Pa., and was educated at the 
University ot Pennsylvania, where he 
graduated with high honors in 1868. 
During his college course Bev. Hole 
wrote n valuable treatise on the Bosettn 
Stone, which drew the 
attention of 


all ai ohneologioal scholars of his day 
und 
earned 
the 
commendation of 


Baron Hnmboldt, and other noted gen- 
tlemen. He became a deacon in 1861, 
and in 1862 s priest. He was a chaplain 
in the Navy in 1863, serving for eight 
years, and for 18 months was professor 
of mathematics st the Naval Academy. 
In 1870 he became rector of St John's 
ohnroh at Auburn, N. Y., and in 1873 
became a resident of New York Oity. In 
'74 he became one of the olergy of St. 
Paul's church at Baltimore, Md. In Jan- 
nary 1886, he was made Dean ot Daven- 
port which position he now holds. He has 
been in charge of the services ot the 
Cathedral. Many of the candidates for 
Holy orders and students ot the college 
have received instructions from him. As 
n teacher he excels. He is the possessor 
of the first liturgical collection in the 
United States. His library and that of 
Bishop Perry are considered marvellous 
collections of the history and literature 
ot the church, 
He is the author of 


numerous works. As a student and lin- 
guist Dean Hall is well known in both 
hemispheric. 
He has visited Greece, 


Egypt and Palestine, and has been in 
Russia twice, where he mastered that 
difficult language, tho Russian. He was 
prominently identified with the Russian 
relief movement. His wide knowledge 
ot the affairs of the church has called 
him to many important positions in its 
service.

In many quarters of the globo 
Dean Hall is personally known as one of 
the most gifted of men.
